‘Washington, December 17.—Presi- 

dent Coolidge and Senator Borah have 
begun their historic struggle over the 
world court—a contest of great mo- 
ment. within the republican party and 
one that will have a decisive effect 
- on future world history. 

Politically, it will determine wheth- 
er Coolidge or Borah is master. His- 
torically, it will decide whether the 
Tinited Statés is to make a limited ven- 
ture into the world circle of nations 
or go it alone indefinitely. 

_ fSwanson Makes Scholarly Plea. 

Yet there was little outward evi: 
5 dence of the great stakes that hang on 
the senate’s decision when the debate 
- opened Thursday. The first address 
of dozens that are to be delivered came 
from the democratic side, and was a 
scholarly plea for the Coolidge policy. 

A page built an improvised reading 
stand with Congrgssional Records on 
one of the desks toward the rear of 
the democratic side. Senator Swan- 
son, a serious, modest gentleman from 
Virginia, laid his manuscript of 80,- 
000 words thereon and for three hours 
divided his attention between his ad- 
dress and an obstinate pair of nose- 
glasses that kept sliding off. 

Swanson covered the history of the 
world court and dealt with every 
arzument that has been advanced for 
and against American participation. 

Women Swarm Galleries. 

The greatest flutter was in the gal- 
leries, where hundreds of women, 
brought into Washington by the car- 
load from New York, Pennsyivania 
and other nearby states, filled all 
seats and sat on the aisle steps 
through the long speech. There were 
no interruptions, and after the first 
spurt, Senator Swanson fell into an 
easy jog and waded through the type- 
written sheets. The galleries were 
quiet, but there was little to hold their 
interest after the first inspection of 
the picture in the senate pit below. 
They stood to the end, however, and 
applauded the senator. Men were in 
the minority. 

Almost every senator was present 
when Swanson began, and some went 
without lunch to hear him through, 
but for a time the floor was some- 
what deserted. Many senators on both 
sides congratulated Swanson when he 
had finished. None of the irrecon- 
cilables made any attempt to answer. 
Borah may do so Friday. He has a 
quantity of documents to offer, but 
wili speak extemporaneousiy. He 
usually makes a better speech on his 
feet than when he writes it in ad- 
Fance. ’ 

No Sensations In Speech. 

Swanson’s speech was a solid, skill- 
fully prepared brief for the court, but 
contained no sensations. 

“It is this court for us or none,”’ 
he said. “The nations which enjoy 
its benefits are pleased with modifica- 
tions. Who among us would have 
America retire, surrender her pre- 
eminence, and fail to discharge ful- 
ly the duty and responsibility which 
comes from her preeminent position? 
Are we to be timid, vascillating and 

frightened by our own prodigious 
shadow as it projects itself athwart 
the world?’ 

The decision to go in or stay out 
of the world court is second in im- 
portance only to that made regarding

Slays Wife

Arkansas Man Who Com- 
mits Double Murder, Once 
Asylum Inmate. 


Pine Bluff, Ark, December 17.—(/) 
Samuel C. McAdams, former inmate 
of the state hospital for nervous 
diseases, killed his wife with a chair 
late today, then went to the home of 
Joe D. Helton, a neighbor, and shot 
him to death. McAdams escaped. 

Sheriff's posses and _  bloodhounds 
tonight were searching the woods ten 
miles west of here near the home of 
McAdams, a farmer. 

After slaying his wife by striking 
her on the head with a chair, Mc- 
Adams, officers learned, kicked her 
into the yard and ignited her cloth- 
ing. He hurried to the farm of Hel- 
ton, where he killed his second vic- 
tim. 

Returning to his home, the man 
killed his hunting dog. Then he stop- 
ped two boys, who were passing in a 
truck, snatched a gun from one of 
them and fired several times as the 
pair fled. 

McAdams was a patient at the state 
institution at Little Rock, having 
been released about two years ago.

CAUSED BY TIE-UP 
AT JACKSONVILLE 


Atlanta Little Affected 
By Order, Except as Re- 
gards Fruits and Com- 
mercial Shipments. 


Jacksonville, Fla., December 17.— 
(P)—The American Railway Express 
company has placed an embargo, ef- 
fective tomorrow, on all express ship- 
ments into Florida, with the excep- 
tion of foodstuftfs, and on all out- 
ward-bound shipments of citrus fruit 
and fish, originating from points south 
of Jacksonville, Walter Buckner, su- 
perintendent of the Seminole division 
of the company, announced here to- 
day: 

The embargo does not affect out- 
ward-bound shipments of citrus fruit 
and fish originating im Jacksonville. 
No provisions are made for special 
permits and the embargo will remain 


‘in -effect until further notice, Mr. ; 
| Buckner announced. 


Caused by Congestion. — 

“The embargo wads made necessary 
by the congestion at the company’s 
terminals, principally at Jackson- 
ville,” Mr. Buckner said. 

Heavy shipments of citrus fruits, 
which have been moving from points 
south into Jacksonville during the 
past three wecks, and Christmas ship- 
ments, added to the increase in busi- 
ness since the winter season began, 
were given as contributing causes of 
the congestion. It will take several 
days to clear up the congestion at 
Jacksonville, Mr. Buckner said. 

Discussing the embargo, Mr. Buck- 
ner. said: 

“It was the only thing the company 
could do. To accept more shipments 
would have added to the congestion 
and caused a blockade. It is neces- 
sery to clear up the present conges- 
tion immediately as a large part of 
the shipments now in the Jacksonville 
terminals are perishables.” 

Mr. Buckner recetyed the order to 
place the embargo today from the At- 
lanta office of the company. He im-

New York, December 17.—(4)—The 
prohibition law should be strictly en- 
forced or repealed or modified, United 


iStates Attorney Emory R. Buckner 


declared today in a luncheon address 
to the Aldine club. 

“I believe if prohibition is to be 
enforced,” he said, “it is up to the 
government to organize and enforce 
_ 


Mr. Buckner earlier had cited fig-¢ 


ures, showing that deaths from alcohol 
poisohing in New York city had in- 
creased from 87 in 1918, te 511 for 
the first months of 1925. Prohibition 
liquor, he said, was solely responsible 
for the startling increase in fatalities. 


Rum Row Has Shifted. 


He said the real. 
tron the ‘sea to the 
buildings of New York -city, which, 
he said, was another way of saying 
that the great bulk of liquor consumed 
in the United States is manufactured 
within the country and not amported. 
The source of this manufacture, he 
said, was denatured alcohol which was 
diverted from legitimate industrial 
channels to bootleg pools. 

The failure of bootleggers to extract 
all of the poisom with whieh grain 
alcohol is diluted in the process of 
denaturing, he said, accounted for the 
increase in the number of alcoholic 
poisonings. Ninety-nine per cent of 
the causes of alcoholic poisoning dur- 
ing the past two years, Mr. Buekner 
asserted, were due to poison still re- 
maining in liquor made from denatur- 
ed alcohol. 

Turning to prospective steps toward 


remedying this situation, Mr. Buck- 
ner said that Federal Prohibition Ad-. 


ministrator Lincoln C. Andrews had 
come to realize that tite prohibition 
problem in this country “is not rum 
row and naval battles off the coast, 
but is the stopping of the tidal wave 
of poisoned alcohol from officially con-¥ 
trolled plants and official permittees 
into the bootleg trade.” 
Reduced 50 Per Cent. 

As a result, he said, federal inspec- 
tion at denaturing plants—“which 
means officially supervised poisoning 
plants”—had been improved and the 
amount of alcohol distributed by such 
plants had been reduced by 50 per 
cent. 

He asserted that at least 40 million 
gallons of poisoned alcohol had gone 
into the bootleg trade within the last 
year. 

“In my judgment,” said Mr. Buck- 
ner, “the scrapping by. General An- 
drews of the huge administrative pyra- 
mid in Washington has been one of 
the greatest services which he has ren- 
dered.”

“Is this man a Moses, fitted to lead t 
people out of a wilderneis which is his 
own creation, only? Is he of the George 
Washington type as counsel would have you 
believe? Is he not rather of the all too 
familiar charlatan and demagogue type— 
like Alcibiades, Catiline, and except for a 
decided difference in poise and mental 
powers ip Burr’s favor, like Aaron Burr? 
He is a good flyer, a fair rider, a good 
shot, flamboyant, self-advertising, wildly 
imaginative, destructive, never constructive 
except in wild non-feasible schemes, and 
never overly carefdl as to the ethics of his 
methods. 

“This court has had opportunity to study 
those methods, not only as revealed in his 
statements of September 5 and 9, but also 
in his former statements which his counsel 
has read into the reeord. All of these 
statements made over a period of years fol- 
low what we may term the Mitchell 
formula. 

‘First: Exaggeration of national defense 
matter closely approaching falsehood. 

‘Second: Untrue and misleading state- 
ments for the deliberative purpose of dis- 
crediting army and navy officers, thus 

“Third: Creating distrust in minds of 
people as to war and navy departments. 

“Fourth: Egotistic self-description as to 
experience and qualifications, coupled with 

*“‘Fifth: Protestations of absence of self- 
interest and expressions of willingness to be, 


questioning Com- / eng expectation of being, a martyr, all 


leading to 

“Sixth: A united air service, with 

“Seventh: ‘‘William Mitchell as the only 
logical head of it. 

‘That is the formula he has followed. 
Eevry demagogue has followed a similar one, 
protesting unselfishness and secretly seek- 
ing self-aggrandizement, as he appealed di- 
rectly to the people overt the heads of con- 
stituted authority." 

Reasons Why Dismissals Should Be Adjudged 

‘There are ¢ertain elementary principles 
of loyalty and subordination which every or- 
ganization must maintaih if it is to re- 
main a going concern. These elementary 
principles are really laws of organization 
and are strictly observed by corporations 
and religious bodies. Not a one of these 
would tolerate such conduct as the ac- 
cused’s. Dismissal would be his portion. 
How much more necessary it is for mem- 
bers of the army to follow those laws of 
organization. Dismissal from the army for 
such conduct is therefore most. positively 
indicated. 

“On broader grounds dismissal is indi- 

cated. There are certain fundamental rules 
of human contact which control all coopera- 
tive associations. One of the most impor- 
tant of those rules requires that serious 
charges against one’s fellows must not be 
made groundliessly. By his unfounded at- 
tacks on the honor of his associates the 
accused has violated that rule and would 
be expelled from any such association. How 
much more certainly is hie expulsion from 
the army indicated—from our army which 
puts honor above all things. 
“Would an admonishment fit the offenses 
of which the accused has been clearly 
proven guilty? For making statements which 
his counsel read into the record, statements 
similar but not as bad as those of Septem- 
ber 5 and 9, the accused's chief, General 
Patrick, recommended that he be admon- 
ished® Encouraged by such leniency the 
accused has now gone to the unforgivable 
extreme. Would a reprimand be appro- 
priate? Paragraph 318 of our maunal says: 
‘A reprimand is usually awarded to officers 
for minor offenses where a mild penalty is 
to “be inflicted." Hag the accused commit- 
ted a minor offense? 

‘“‘Would reduction in files be a suitable 
punishment? It would hardly be a punish- 
ment at all. The accused is a colonel and 
promotion from that grade is not made by 
seniority. 

‘Sirs, the accused has been proven guilty 
of disorder to the prejudice of good order 
and military discipline and of conduct of 
a nature to bring discredit upon the milli- 
tary service. What punishment would, un- 
der the custom of our service, be meted 
out to a soldier with only a sixth grade 
education who had committed the offenses 
of which the aceused has been proven 
guilty? Confinement at hard labor most 
certainly. How then can this unrepentant 
accused with all his advantages of educa- 
tion and position be let off with less than 
dismissal? 

“Just how seriously the accused conduct 
has actually prejudiced discipline is not 
known at this time and need not be known 
in coming to a finding. It is sufficient 
if the record shows that the conduct is to 
the prejudice and of a nature to discredit. 
The statements of September 5 and 9 speak 
for themselves in that regard... But can 
there be any donbt that the discipline of 
our army will be ruined if the accused 
in the expressive vernacular of the dovgh- 
boy is ‘allowed to get away with it? Every 
trooper in Fort Huachuca as he smokes 
his cigarette with his bunkie after mess is 
talking about this case, If the accused is 
not dismissed the good trooper will be dis- 
mayed and the malcontent and sorehead 
will be encouraged in his own insubordina- 
tion. Our soldiers are watching this -case 
in Camp,Stotsenburg, in Schofield barracks, 
in Tientsin, in Governor's Island. Fail ‘to 
dismiss him and you weaken the authority 
of every non-com in the service. Dismiss 
him, as he deserves, and you strengthen the 
arm of @ery single officer commanding a 
one company post from Marfa to Nogales. 

Dismissal Asked. 

‘We ask the dismissal of the accused for 
the sake of the army whose discipline he has 
endangered and whose fair name he has at- 
tempted to discredit. We ask his dismissal 
for the sake of those young of:.cers of the 
army air service whose ideals he has 
shadowed and whose loyalty he has. cor- 
rupted. ‘Ve ask his dismissal in the name 
of truth under whose aegis he has sought 
protection but whose face he does not know. 
Finally we ask it in the name of the 
American people whose fears he has played 
upon, whose hysteria he has fomented, 
whose confidence he has beguiled and whose 
faith he has betrayed.”

LEAGUE IS INJECTED 
IN FIGHT BY SWANSON. 


Washington, December 17.—(/)— 
The world court issue finally was 


immediate indications that the’ long 
and bitter League of Nations fight 
is to be renewed. . 

Leadership of the forces for adhe- 
sion again has fallen to a democrat, 
Senator Swanson, of Virginia, author 
of the resolution of ratification with 
the reservations recommended by 
President Harding when he submit- 
ted the court proposal in February, 
1923, and since approved by Presi- 
dent Coolidge, who also has urged 
senate action. 

Debate was opened today by Sena- 
tor Swanson with a prepared address, 
requiring nearly three hours for de- 
livery. He reviewed the genesis of 
the court and contended that it was 
wholly indépendent of the league, op- 
erating under its own statute. 

Brings League Into Address. 


While quoting the statute of the 
court and his own reservations to 
support his argnment that the United 
States in adhering to the protocol 
would not become affiliated with the 
lexngue, Senator Swanson brought in 
the league question early in his ad- 
dress. That portion of his remarks 
became the subject of much private 
discussion among republicans in. the 
cloak rooms and the corridors. 

The Virginia senator, ranking dem- 
ocrat on the foreign relations com- 
mittee, said the statesmen who wrote 
the treaty of Versailles had furnish- 
ed two means to restrain war, the 
League of Nations covenant and the 
world court. 

“The world is indebted for the new 
methods to the vision; genius, persist- 
ency, and courage of Woodrow VWil- 
son,” he declared. ° 

Adding that since the United States 
had decided to join the league, dis- 
cussion of it at this time would be 
‘jll-timed,” Senator Swanson said:

Congressman Crisp 
Defends the Twenty 
Per Cent Income Surtax 


Defending the report of the house 
ways and means committee reducing 
the maximum income surtax to 20 
per cent, Congressman Charles Rk. 
Crisp, of Georgia, was among the 
last speaker in closing the house de- 
bate on the proposition to increase 
the 20 per cent as recommended by 
the committee, to 25 per cent. , 

The vote was taken shertly after 
his address and the committee’s re- 
port of 20 per cent was overwhelm- 
ingly ratified. 

Congressman Crisp said: “I had 
the honor of serving on the ways and 
means committee when this bill was 
drafted, and there was no polities in 
the consideration of the measure, 
which fact was most gratifying to me. 
I had the same voice in the prepara- 
tion of this bill as any other member, 
and 1 think it is a good bill, and the 
best tax bill that has come out of that 
committee since the war.’ ( Applause.) 

“L have no apologies or excuses for 
this provision fixing the maximum 
surtax at 20 per cent. I agreed to it 
in the committee. I am still for it, 
notwithstanding some may say that 
by advocating it I am Standing with 
the plutocrats and the millionaires. I 
am painfully reminded every day I 
am not one of them. I wish 1 were. 
(Laughter.) But I have the profound- 
est respect for rich men who have 
honorably acquired their fortumes, and 


there are many of them in this coun-. 


try today. Many of them are true phi- 
lanthropists, who render valuable As- 
sistance to their fellow man by chari- 
ties and furnishing employment. I 
will not, with my vote, punish them 
merely because they are rich. I think 
under the law they are entitled to a 
square deal and should be given equi- 
table, just treatment at the hands of 
the -lawmakers. When I think they 
are right, { will stand® with them. 
When I think they aré wrong, I will 
oppose their position. But, gentlemen, 
in my opinion—I have no criticism to 
make of any who differ from me—in

CHAPTER XVII.

It is easy to imagine that the so- 
ber-sided, substantial citizens of the 
state back in 1853 were amazed, and 
some made indignant by the “never,

"hey seemed to hunger for “the earth 
and the fatness thereof” and no mod- 
esty diluted their demands for what 
they wanted. 

Try to visua.’.. the visages and to 
hear the snorts of the contented job- 
holders and the political quid nuncs in 
Milledgeville when it broke upon them 
that Atlanta had started a serious 
campaign to make herself the capita] 
of the state! “Did you ever?” and

capital had been local in several towns 
—Savannah, Augusta, Louisville, and,

But in the ha- 
bitual drinker or smoker the damage 
is rather physical damage, injury of 
cells and degeneration of tissues or 
organs, any degeneration of the cor- 
onary arteries (which supply the 
heart muscle itself), and it is silly. to 
imagine that such injury can be “elim- 
inated” by sweat baths or by any of 
the medicines or diets or other meas- 
ures employed in alcoh>l or tobacco 
“cures.” Repentance, and reform are 
not so easy as that. ; 

Intelligent medical, partly medici- 
nal treatment is of great value in the 
treatment of victims of alcoholism or 
tobaccoism who earnestly desire to be 
freed from the habit which hes them. 
I say intelligent treatment—which im- 
plies such treatment as a good physi- 
cian anywhere can give; victims of 
these habits should give all secret or 
semi-secret treatments pu ng to 
be “cures” a wide berth. No treatment 
worth while has been found which can- 
not be as successfully administered un- 
der the qe? family doctor’s care 
as by any institution.

ANOTHER STRONG APPEAL. 

Editor Constitution: As a modern city, 
with city ways, Atlanta should wake up 
to the Community Chest plan. 

It is unquestionably the hest method yet 
devised for a community's organized support 
of its charitable and social betterment 
organizations that are_recognized to be the 
community obligation fer support. 

This plan is the result of the concentrated 
best’ efforts of leading business men and 
efficiency experts of all sections of this 
country, to formulate the best American 
Plan to economically: and adequately sup- 
port the city’s institutions that depend 
for support on the general public. 

It is no longer an experiment. The first 
Community Chest was established in 1913, 
and there are. today community chests in 
206 cities and towns, and each year in- 
creases the number. 

The saving under this plan is very great, 
as under the old competitive solicitation 
for individual agencies, as much as 25 
cents on a dollar has often gone to the 
cost of collecfion. The ‘‘chest’ average of 
6 to 64 per cent, being four times as eco- 
nomical. ' 

The writer has recently visited the Pa- 
cifie const, where every city was engaged 
in its Community Chest drive. The amount 
to be raised corresponded fairly to the 
size of the city, usually proportionately 
larger than ours. Thus San Diego, Calif., 
budget was about half the size of Atlanta's, 
though mich less than half our size, Los 
Angeles and San Francisco were many times 
our amouut. Portland, Ore,, which can be 
fairly compared with Atlanta in size, claim- 
ing 258,000 population, was raising a 
budget of $670,000, compared with our 
$606,000. 

Atianta will be disgraced in the eyes of 
its sister cities if it does not promptly 
make up the present deficit of $150,000 by 
voluntary subscription, instead of waiting 
for high-power solicitation.

convicts,” he said, “and it has never 
advised the use of any ‘device’ at all, 
to say nothing of the contrivances 
described by Warden Roberts. 

“The only thing.the commission has 
ever done in this matter was to draw 
up a set of rules, reasonable and 
humane in every respect, to govern 
convict punishment when the lash was 
officially abolished. This set of rules 
was approved by Governor Thomas W. 
Hardwick, then in office, and its pro- 
visions are well known.” 


“BRUTAL DEVICES” LAID 
TO PRISON COMMISSION. 
BY RALPH T. JONES, 
Staff Correspondent. 

Waycross, Ga., December 
(Special.)—“Crucifixion” of 
convicts, by stretching their arm 
against a fence and fastening their 
wrists with ropes drawn _ through 
holes in the fence, and standing them 
on the narrow edge of “two-by-four” 
plank and passing a steel rod behind 
their legs in such position that the 
knees are drawn forward and the pris- 
oner hangs by his heels and wrists 
is too brutal a method of punishment 
for him to administer, declared War- 
den R. H. Roberts, of the Ware coun- 
ty convict camp, today. 

Warden Roberis showed members 
of the special legislative committee 
investigating south Georgia convict 
camps such a contrivance in his camp, 
installed, he said, in accordance with 
suggestions given him by the Geor- 
gia prison commission. The warden 
said, however, that he did not use it 
as he could not countenance such in- 
human treatment of any- human be- 
in 


The warden then showed another 
contrivance, likewise suggested, he 
said, by the prison commission, but 
which he also said he never used as 
being too brutal. This was an up- 
right post with wooden pegs at dif- 
ferent heights. The convict is sup- 
posed to be handcuffed, with his arms 
above his head and hung by the arms 
to a peg high enough to barely allow 
his toes to reach the ground. 
“That kind of thing,” said the war- 
den, “would soon kill a man and I’m 
not going to have them indicting me 
for murdering any convict.” 
Warden Roberts together with 
every warden, county commissioner, 
or other official seen on this trip is 
in favor of restoring the lash for 
disciplining unruly prisoners. War 
den Roberts stated that, in his opin- 


ion, there was less trouble with the}. 


convicts when whipping was permit- 
ted, and at the same time, there was 
less. cruel treatment by guards and 
wardens generally. “Every punish- 
ment: depends,” he said, “on the man 
who administers it, in the final anal- 
ysis. If a man uses the lash brutally 
he ought to be fired from his job.’ 
He pointed out that there are prison 
inspectors employed by the state who 
ought to see that a brutal warden is 
promptly discharged. 

There are no white convicts in the 
Ware county camp. There are 38 
negroes and all but three or four of 
these are trusties. ; 

The investigating committee today 
inspected three camps, those of Wayre, 
Pierce and Ware counties. All three 
were remarkable for splendid condi- 
tions in all respects and they all il- 
lustrate what can be done even by 
smaller counties, with the right men 
in charge of the work. Food is ex- 
cellent and unstinted in quantity in 
each camp. All are sanitary, dry and 
healthy located. The convicts are 
warmly clad, with best quality win- 
ter underwear and heavy shirts with 
splendid work boots. 

In the Pierce county camp, the TT 
method of punishment was by hand- 
cuffing with the arms around a post, 
so that the prisoner was forced to 
upright. In Wayne county, 
extremely bad cases were handcuffed 
over a cross beam, with their ‘toes 
just reaching the ground. This is 
similar to the method which the Ware 
county warden branded as too brutal. 
For milder infractions discipline in 
Wayne county the men are merely 
handcuffed inside the sleeping cage 
so that they cannot lie down. 

It is a remarkable fact that all 
through this investigation trip not 
only have all four members of the com- 
mittee, the wardens, commissioners 
and guards agreed that whipping is 
by far the best and most human meth- 

1 of punishment but all convicts 
ene E my when questioned on the 
subject, have stated that they would 
sooner be whipped than put in the 
stocks or other of the various con- 
trivances of torture now in use in 

any camps. 
While the members of the commit- 
tee feel that public sentiment will 
never sanction a return to the lash, 
they are in favor of it and declare 
that its strongest opponents, even, 
would be converted could they visit 
the camps all over the state and see 
for themselves the true conditions.

In baseball they -call th: pitchers 
who have a vast amount of stuff and 
who go in for strikeout records, throw- 
ers. They mean that the pitcher is 
simply throwing the ball past the bat- 
ter, or bad ay to. He tries to fool the 
batter with his stuff and not with his 
control and cunning. 

Few strikeout pitchers have enjoyed 
extended careers. Most of them last- 
ed only a short time. The reason for 
this is that they exert themselves too 
much. In their efforts to be recog- 
nized as strikeout pitchers they bear 
down on every ball. They try to 
breeze the’ ball past the batter. They 
continually strain their arms and as 
a result they wear them out quickly. 

Johnson an Exception. 

You will say that Walter Johnson 
was a great strikeout pitcher and last- 
ed a long time., That is true, but 
Johnson was an exception.. You must 
remember that Johnson had an ideal 
pitching motion. The way he pitch- 
ed meant little strain on his arm. He 
had the easiest motion imaginable, the 
most natural. His sidearm delivery 
meant comparatively little expendi- 
ture of energy. He used very little 
effort. But, how many pitchers are 
there of the Johnson type? I do not 
remember another man in my 35 years 
in baseball that had the same ease 
and grace and lack of effort. In John- 
son one finds the ideal combination 
just as one discovers .the perfect 

lending of talents in Cobb, but the 
Johnsons come ‘less frequently than 
once in a generation, and so do the 
Cobbs. . 

One thing that often disgusts fol- 
lowers of baseball in these cays is 
the frequent changing of pitchers. In 
my opinion the fellow that invented 
the bull pen did not do the game any 
good. e started something. The 
manager who first thought of using 
relief pitchers contributed nothing to 
the advancement of baseball. As a 
matter «f fact he introduced an idea 
that has become a distinct nuisance. 


Hard Workers Few. 


Not since the days of Walsh and 
Chesbro 15 and 20 years ago, have 
pitchers thought they could do much 
work. en two or three hits are 
made off them, they immediately look 
to the bench in an appeal for help. 
Surely the race has. not changed; men 
are as strony today as they were 20 
years ago, It has simply me a 
custom to yank pitchers. Two, three 
and four are used in a game, some- 
times five.

In Rum Case Costs 
Negro Year on Gang 


James Grant, negro, Thursday re- 
‘fused to testify in a liquor case and 
today will begin a 12 months’ sentence 
on Fulton county chaingang. 

Hie was to be the state’s star wit- 
ness in a case against Dewitt Hector, 
another negro, who was on trial be- 
fore Judge Jesse M. Wood, of the 
criminal court of Atlanta. When he 
was called to the stand he declared he 
knew nothing of the reputed rum ac- 
tivities of Hector, and declined to give 
“gny testimony. 

Deputy Sheriff Joe Schillings told 
the court that the whole case hinged 
on Grant’s testimony because the case 
was made on his complaint. When 
Grant declined to testify court at- 
taches began to investigate his record, 
and found that several months ago 
he had been found guilty of violation 
of the prehibition law and that a 12 
months’ sentence passed on him at the 
time had been suspended. 

Judge Wood revoked the suspension 
clause and ordered Grant remanded to 
jail to await transportation to the 
gang.

North Poléyille, Eskimoland, De- 
eember 17.—(By Wireless.)—In my 
previous messages, I have described 


our visit to Santa Claus Land, and 
yesterday I told about our returu 
to the Home of the Eskimos. Santa 
Claus came ‘back with us all the way, 
partly as a special. honor to us and 
partly to renew his acquaintance with 
the Eskimos, from whom he buys all 
his reindeer. 


On our way into North Poleville, 

the capital of Eskimoland, I had a 
jong talk with Santa about his plans 
for Christmas Eve. 
“I believe in better and _ better 
Christmases,” declared the old Saint, 
speaking very loud, so that 1 could 
hear him above the noise of the silver 
sleigh bells. “This: year I feel sure 
we are going to have the merriest and 
happiest Christmas in all history. And 
in honor of your visit, here is a 
secret—I give you my personal 
promise that every good little boy and 
girl in your city will receive some- 
thing extra special—a real surprise.” 
He told me what some of these sur- 
prises would be, mentioning a num- 
ber of boys and girls whom I know 
very well.

French Senators 
Vote Confidence 


Paris, December 17.—(4)—The sen- 
ate gave a vote of confidence tonight 
to the government’s Syrian policy. It 
adopted. a resolution by a show of 
hands, in which it is declated that the 
upper house trusts the government to 
exercise full publicity in Syrian eyents 
and “end the era of sacrifices and 
adventures.” 

Throughout the session General Sar- 
rail, former high commissioner in 
Syria, was. scathingly attacked for 
his conduct -in that post.

Premier Briand promised to do all

He laid stress on the fact that
